Don Chedi Monument 


Built in the Ayudhaya period around 
350 years ago, this ancient pagoda was 
to remark the memorable occasion of the 
conspicuous victory of King Naresuan 
the Great over King Maha Uparacha of 


Myanmar in the honorable elephant combat. | 


The memorial pagoda was found in 1913 
in ruined condition. At present, only the 
base of this pagoda can be seen inside 
the new monument.
